Reverend Clyde Dibble, First Vice President of the C.S.S.A. is pastor of the Red- 
wood City Church. If you have never visitedfor the services at 10:45 on Sunday 
mornings, you have missed a warm welcome and beautiful service. 

Reverend Dibble was born in Los Angeles and at the age of eight was asking 
questions most children don’t think offor many years beyond that age. At thirteen 


he was studying the East Indian Phi- 
losophies. 

While at Stanford University he met 
a man that saw many Spirits around 
him and remarked that Reverend 
Dibble had great things to do Spiritual- 
ly. He wanted to know how to get 
started and he was sent to the Golden 
Gate Spiritualist Church under the 
Leadership of Reverend Florence 
Becker and her late husband Dr. 
William Becker. Reverend Dibble’s 
mother and father were very timid 
about Spiritualism, but they were as- 
sured that this was what he had been 
searching for all his life. 

Things went fast and furious for this 
dedicated man. He has held several 
offices in the N.S.A.C., including State 
Superintendent of Lyceums and 
Treasurer of the Board of the N.S.A.C. 
He held the latter two offices for 17 
years. He was ordained in 1949 and

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FRATERNITY 
Religious Liberty 
and the Law

Contrary to the religious liberty 
vouchsafed to the people by the Feder- 
al Constitution and the Constitutions of 
the various States, persecution under 
guise of the exercise of the police power 
of the State, has been visited upon the 
heads of spiritual mediums, connected 
with and working for the religion of 
Spiritualism. It isnot competent for any 
State to enlarge, by statute, the police 
power and thereby restrict the rights 
and privileges which the people have 
been exercising under a higher law. 
It is a strange spectacle to see legisla- 
tures, the great majority of whose mem- 
bership are believers in the New 
Testament, seeking by statute to prevent 
prophesying by those upon whom the 
spirit rests, while Paul, in his epistles 
urged the early Christians not to de- 
spise prophesying, but to covet it. 

If the law can prevent mediums from 
prophesying as to past or future events, 
then it can also prevent priests and 
preachers from foretelling what the fu- 
ture life of saints and sinners will be. 
Real prophecy now scarcely exists in 
the so-called orthodox churches; the 
spiritual gifts of which Paul writes so 
forcibly have almost entirely faded 
away from Christianity and havefound 
a new expression in the Gospel of 
Spiritualism. The letter killeth but the 
spirit giveth life. 

It is sometimes asserted that it is 
improper for mediums to take fees for 
their services. But do not ministers of 
all religions receive compensation in 
some form or other, for their services? 
As long as mediums are living in 
this material world, they are obliged 
to meet the costs of living, like all 
other human beings, no matter how 
spiritual their work or they themselves 
may be. If the law can forbid mediums 
to take fees for their spiritual communi- 
cations, then it can also forbid the priest 
to take money for saying prayers for 
the dead. Such money is given and

QUESTIONS ON THE EVIDENCES OF IMMORTALITY 

The fundamental religious elements, immanent in man’s highest faculties, seem, 
at first glance, to be incompatible with deliberate investigation. There are few 
minds capable of reasoning while prejudiced. Cometothat most high and princely 
of all emotion - the religious - and forthwith there departeth deliberation, con- 
sistency, and vigilance. Howfew personsthere arefrom whom you expect straight- 
forwardness, reasonableness, charity, temperance in all things. 

The Modern Church exerts a powerful stultifying influence upon the human 
conscience. Jt has forbidden the conscience to reason, to think, to become en- 
lightened. Men may beintelligent concerning the ordinary interests of life; not upon 
religious questions. No! Men dare not become religiously enlightened. Innumer- 
able attempts have been made, with more or less success, to shackle the human 


conscience. 


WHAT IS THE CONSEQUENCE OF SUCH MENTAL BONDAGE? The 
consequence is, that, while men make advancement in science, commerce, mer- 
chandise, in all the relations pertaining to our common existence, they stand still 


in the far past; without illumination 
upon whatsoever is religious and ec- 
clesiastical. And a vast portion of the 
world, therefore, have involuntarily 
gone into extreme skepticism on re 
ligion. 

HOW MANY SOURCES OF HU- 
MAN KNOWLEDGE ARE THERE? 
There arefour sources of humanknowl- 
edge: first, Intuition; second, Reflection; 
third, Perception; fourth, Testimony. 
Two are inherent and natural; two are 
outside and artificial. The reliable 
sources of knowledge are, Intuition and 
Reflection; the unreliable and secon- 
dary are, Perception and Testimony. 
Perhaps, these have never been har- 
moniously consulted.

received with the mutual understanding 
that prayers said for the souls in pur- 
gatory by a priest of the church, helps 
those souls to be relieved from effects 
of their sins. The church does not pre- 
tend to prove this a fact; it is merely 
a theological assumption, a dogma, 
a matter of faith. Men and angels know 
that the good and true mediums do not, 
as a rule, have much of this worlds 
goods; and that many mediums beside 
being poor, are compelled to bear the 
contumely of thoughtless and vicious 
people, and also suffer many things, 
which are placed upon them from the 
spirit side by the lower elements. 

If mediums sometimes make mistakes 
or messages do not always come 
through them with accuracy, we must 
remember that all human agencies 
sometimes err and that even spirits that 
communicate with us do not claim 
perfection. 

It is to say the least, a dangerous 
thing, for the State to make the doing 
of a thing for money, a crime; when 
the doing of that thing without money 
is in no-wise criminal. The full extent 
to which the law should go on limiting 
religious freedom, is to prevent fraud, 
immorality, and traitorous conduct 
and doctrines. Upon these points we 
will stand with the State, but the at- 
tempt to throttle legitimate medium- 
ship and to hush the voice of prophesy 
will fail in this age, as it has failed 
before; for, being of God, man cannot 
destroy them.
